by fix a clock inthe morning ; and ſo ſteering away 
our courſe South-eaſt for Sally in Barbary ,and the 23 33*®; 
of March in the morning, we ſaw the land at noone, 

we made the Towne of Iomora; and at night wee 

came toan Anchor in 27 fathom water, two leagues 

off the ſhore before -Homora, and there did ride all 

night untill the 24 day of Arch inthe morning we 24" 

ſerſayle at ten ofthe clock with little wind at Nore 

North-weſt, and at 4 oftheclock inthe afternoone, 

wedid cometo ananchor in S«#y Rode in 33 fathom 

water, right beforethe new towne of Sally. And our 

Captaine and Generall baving the-command of all 

the Shippes,fent ſome unto the Southward,and ſome 

unto the Noreward ; and weeriding in the middle 

right againſt the Caſtle, and before the Harbours 

mouth, that Ships ſhould neithergoeinnorout, fo we 

diſperſed all our Shippes over all the Rode of Safy,

for our ſhippes and boats did lie under the Caſtle e. 


very nightcloſe under the Harbors mouth to watch. 
The 26: of March our Generall ſent his Letter = 


ſhoreto the Governourof New Sally rodemand ur 


Kings Majeſties ſubje&s, and Chriſtians, andſatif> 
faction for ſhippes and goods,and for allthoſe Chri. 
ſtians that they ſold away both to 4rg7er and other 
Countryes before we came there;which did trouble 
them very much, and move their patience. Andina 
bravadothey refuſed to ſend our Generallananſwerz 
whereupon we perceived,and looking wellaboutus, 
wee went roundly to worke with them another way 
which they expected not,as you ſhall know hereafter: 


It was Gods great mercy that weedid come into the 


Rodeſoſooneas wedid,for they had made ready all 
their ſhips to goe forthe Coalt of Zzeglana, as it was 
credibly reported of ſome Chriſtians that wereflaves 
aſhore that did ſteale away out of the Towne, and 
came ſwimming aboord the Zeopara, they were moſt 


Freechmes, and ſome Spaniards, and:they told our 
Generall, that the Governour of New Sly ſent for 
all the Captaine Runnagadoes, and commanded all 
the Capratnes in New Sally that they ſhould goefor 
the Coaſt of Exzland, ſo neere the ſhore wirththeir 
ſhippes, and hoyſt out all their boats, and goeathore 
and fetch the men women and children out of their 
beds, had not Go» of his great mercy' prevented 
them, but wee comming ſo ſuddenly into the Rode 
upon them before they knew of any ſhippesthatour 
oracious King had at Sea, orany ſuch intent to ſend 
a Fleete of Shippes upon the Coaſt of Barbary, and 
they were growne to {ich a height of pride, that

nds Ships, hefaid, whatcarcl forthe K.of Exglands

Shippes, orallthe Chriſtian Kings inthe world, am

wee made them pull up their bridge, breake their 

Campe, and goe their wayes home and fortific their 

owne wallesand Caſtles, forthey found their hands 
full ofus.* x 

Aprill the 5** our peace was concluded with the 

Saint our friend, this Saints name was S/ddy Hames 
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Llilaſh, heis apettie King of the oldtowne; and 
ſome other townesinBarbarie, as Barbary is in much 
trouble and .much warres-onewith another, bur it 
will. be now better : For the King of Moroczs doth 
now goe abroad to warres himſelfe, he was abroad 

this Summer with 40000 men horſe and foote, and 

was comming to-Sally,, butthe Saint ourfriend pre- 
vented him, for. hedid burneup all the, Corne up- 
onthe ground roundaboutthe Countrey, that their 

King could have no'provifton for his;men and-hor. 

ſes; and by that meanes he could come'no neerer . 
Sally, than within thirtie leagues, andſo hewas faine 

to retire homeagaine with frreand ſiyord-gramming 

all the Country whereſoeverhe went, and put.them
